Atlentioa SubstribeisI

laws governing subscriptions. Here are 
the decision.') of the United States court 
on the subject. They will be interesting 
to publishers and many will undoubtedly 
be glad of theopportunfty to print them 
for the benefit of delinquent snbscribers: 

"Subscribers who do not give e.Ypress 
notice to the contrary are considered as 
wishing to renew their subecripiions. 

"If the subeeribarsordar a diaeontinn 
ance of ibeir publicatioo, the publisher 
may continue to saad them until all 
dues are paid. 

"If the subscriber refuses to take pe- 
riodicals from the postofflue to which 
they are directed, ha is raspooeiUa oaiil 
he has settled iiis bill aod ordarad tha 
paper discontinued. 

"If snbsaribers move to other plaees 
without informiog iha publisher and the 
papers are sent (a forsaer address, the 
subteribar Is held raspeasible. 

"The CQorts have held thai refusing' 
to take periodicals from the postotUce or 
removing aa^ifar iaf %hadi aneall#d.for 
is prima faoia avidtooa af iataaiioa to 
defraud. ' 

"If any sabseribers pay iu. advanoe, 
they are biund to give notice at the end 
of the time iL.ihey do not wish to uon- 
tinne taking it. otherwise the subscriber 
is responsible until express nmice \vi;h 
payment of all arrearage is seat to the 
publisher. " 



An Alarm Clock Servant

FLORIDii GENEROUS 
TO VETERANS 



Pays Out AT ore Money to Sus- 
tain Old Soldiers 



Than Any Other Southern State and 
Builds Monuments to Memory- 
Confederate Reunlan May 7, 8^ at 
Jaahaenvllla. 

Jacksonville, Fia. — The SUte of 
Florida pays oat bm^o oMDoy per 

capita for the support of dependent 
ex-Confederate soldiers than any oth- 
er Southern State. This fact should 
be sufficient to eonviace es-Confeder- 
atM everywhere that whoa they and 
their descendants visit Jacksonville 
on the occasion of Ibe 24th annual 
reunion of the United Confederate 
Veteran's Asaociation that thay will 
be in the handa of their friends. The 
reunion will be held May 6, 7, 8 

The handsome total of 9600.000 per 
annum is being paM by tha state for 
support of ez-Confederata paaaloaars. 
The average yearly amonnt paid to 
each person on the peii.sion list, ac- 
cording to' the latest . report of the 
State Board of POMloaa. la 11X1.23, 
while the average paid to old soldiers 
ia $122.30. Widows of Confedeiaie 
.<ni(iiiMs draw an average of CI 20 per 
annum. Since the report from which 
these flgnrea are taken waa made, the 

lepislatiiro has passed a still more lib- 
eral pension law, which will authorize 
additional payments of approximately 
^150.000 a yaar, making the total $750,- 
000 per annum paid to Confederate 
pensioners by the state. 

There are 2,633 soldier pensioners 
OB tha rolls of tha atata aad 1,227 
widows of Confederates, making a to- 
tal of 4,860. The fund to supiiort this 
pension roll is raised by a tax of i'liiir 
mills on tha. assessed property of the 
taxpayer. 

Florida is not only caring for the 
living but the memory of the dead is 
also kept green. Thrcmghout the state 
handaoaia Confederate moauasenta 
have been eraetad by both pabHe and 
private means. All told there are 
twenty, or possibly more, handsome

Confederate' monuments in the state, 
and othera agp yet to be erected. A 
home for «i<Caafaderate soldiers is 
maintallMd at JaeksonviUe. Last year 
the state appropriated |5.000 to tha 
Confederate soldiers' hoBM . la this 
city. Two Confederate moaawents 
have been ef>ected here, and a monu- 
ment may be dedicated to tlu' Women 
of the Confederacy during the coming 
reaahm. 

This brief axpoillleB of the work 

that Florida Is doing for the ex-Con- 
federate soldiers, living and dead, is 
proof that the people of the state will 
extend a warm aad'generoua welcome 
to the old soldiers and their friends 
on the occasion of the Jacksonville 
reunion Florida, while situated far 
South of the great theater of war of 
18«l-'t6, felt tha shock of thd eoaflict. 
Jacksonville was occupied four differ- 
ent times by the federals. The pur- 
poses of this occupancy, according to 
official reports on file in archives of 
tho War Department, were to keep 
the St. Johns river open from its 
mouth to the bead of navigation and 
to afm the negroes for service in the 
Union Army. Tha small ConfedOrate 
force in East Florida in^868 was com- 
manded by Gen. Joseph Finegan. On 
March 13, 1863, Gen. Finegan issued a 
procIaasatloB h^e fn which be said : 

"I feel it my duty as brigadier-gen- 
eral commanding this district to in- 
form the people of the district and of 
the state that our unscrupulous enemy 
has landed a large forea of negroes, 
under command -of White officers, at 
Jacksonville, under cover of gunboats. 
He is attempting to fortify the place 
so AS to make it secure against at- 
tacks. The pnrpoae of this movement 
is obvious and need not l>e mentioned 
In direct terms. It is sufficient to in- 
spire the whole body of people with a 
renewed and sterner, purpose of resist- 
ance. I thoratore can'oa such of the 
citliens as can possibly leave their 
homes to arm and organize themselves 
into companies without delay aad re- 
port to me." 

Oan. R. Saxton (U. B. A.) In a re- 
port to the War Department dated 
March 14, 1863. says: "Tbe object of 
this expedition was to oecopy Jack- 
sonville and make it the base of opera- 
tions for the arming of negroes and 
securing in this way possaualon of tha 
entire SUte of Florida."

Serum For The Treatment of 
Pneumonia Found. 

Uisjovery of a specific serum for the 
treatment of lober pneumonia was an- 
nounced last week in New York by the 
Rockefeller Institute, for medical re- 
search. In a statement sent to physi- 
cians, the institute announces that it is 
prepared to treat patients suffering from 
the disease in acute form, llesults of 
experiments indicate the efficiency of 
the discovery in lowering the mortality 
from this malady, the siaiemenl says: 

"The work of evolving the serum out 
of many e.xperimental cultures was un- 
der the direction of Dr. Rufus Cola, 
medical director of the institute, and 
has been in progress for the past three 
years. For the prepaiBlloo of the serum, 
a culture of the germs is prepared for 
injection into the blood of a healthy ani- 
mal, the horse being used in this case. 

Coincidental ly it was announced from 
Bellevue hospital that pneumooia se- 
rum developed in its laboratories was 
recently used siwoessfully upon a stab 
physician of that institution.

Fortifications to Guard ths Great Wa- 
terway Through Panama Will Bd

in the canal, the United States is in- 
tent upon safeguarding that tremf^n- 
dous outlay against the poBsibilit> of 
damage through foreign war. Fortib- 
eation ef the canal haa been imder- 
taken purely as an Insurance matter. 
It Is sought to make it impossibly in 
time of war for any eaeaqr to take 
poeeeaaion oUhe waterway or to dam- 
age It to a«dt aa aztaot that tha ahlpa 
of the Uattai Stataa aoaM aet aaa it 
at will.

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Reducing Tobacco Acreage. 

Two of the tobacco growers' organi/.a- 
li<illb in Western Kentucky have^ voted 
unanimously to curtail tbe tobacco acre- 
age. Tbeee organisations are located in 
what is known as tbe stemming district 
where prices in tbe last two years have 
not been salisfaclory to ibe producers. 

ToImcco pricey unquestionably would 
be better if the growers did not over- 
reach themselves in acreage. It is not 
an easy matter to limit production. A 
movement by organi/.od growers to re- 
duce the acreage usually results in a 
corresponding effort on the part of the 
independent growers lo put out large, 
crops. It is a fact, alsp, that some of 
those who vote for the ' eartailment of 
acreage expect the other fellow to do all 
Ibe ourtailteg. Tbese contrive by evas- 
.on of one kind wM a not h er to grow 
their usual amonftt of the weed, hoping 
to profit by tbe reduction of acreage by 
thosa wha sevnpalously observe their 
agreement 

The growers' organizations are trying 
to systematise thaprbdaction and mark- 
eting of tobacco and, in truth, the sys- 
tem is greatly needed. So long as so 
many of the tohaaao fahners saerffice 
(]ualiiy while striving for quantity in 
their crops ibere will be complaioi of 
nasariefaetery returns. It is not possi- 
ble lo bring all the growers into anv 
sort of an association, and ii is dliliculi 
to lednce eaesa of those who enter into 
the |x>o1ing agreement to stand hitched. 
Possibly lbs orgaaizations Ihemselves 
are lacking la sjrstam. but ihey are per- 
sisting and it is presumable that while 
tliey are living they are learDtog. 

There ie ae doubt that if the growers 
could be induced to line up together 
compactly for a reduced acreage and for 
oo-operativa sa lliag (hey aaald control 
the tobacco situation — at least to the 
extent that fair prices would be forib- 
eemlng for their pro^aet.

Many Points of Hiatoric Interest To 
Be Visited By Survivara af Gray 
Army During Week. 

Jacksonville, Fla. — 'U'hen the CoB» 
federate veterans and their friends as- 
semble here for their 24th annual re- 
union, they will be introduced to a city 
and eommnnity, ptond of the present 
and loyal to the ideals of the old South. 
•Making Jacksonville the hub of a 
wheel twenty-five miles in diameter, 
a territory is covered rich in bistorle 
associations and interest and at the 
same time a fit exponent of all that 
is progressive iu the Southern States. 

Jacksonville is a city of 85,000 popu- 
lation, with handsome businau blocka, 
modem skyscrapers, commodious ho- 
tels and residence sections that com- 
pare favorably with the best in the 
country. Tbe city's business has 
grown into large proportion*, wnbrac- 
ing every Hne known to a modern 
city. Jacksonville of to-day is in all 
respects a thriving center of trade 
and commerce, much of its commerce 
going across tbe .seas into foreign 
countries on ocean steamshlpa. Its 
transportation facilities are superb, 
both by rail and water. Railroads 
feeding the great Florida Peninsula 

center here. Thousands of tourists 
and nneonnted tons of freight pass 

through the city and port every year, 
the one hunting health and pleasure, 
the other scattering out over the civil- 
ized world to do its part in supplying 
the demands of the consumers of the 
earth. 

And while the visitors are enjoying 
this view and prospect of modern 

business and community thrift, they 
will be given an opporlnnlty to look 

down the past three hundred and fifty 
years. All of this territory was in dis- 
pute three and a half centuries ago 
between the French and Spanish, with 
tha wild Indian lioMlng the balance of 
power between the oonibataiUs. The 
Frenchman and the Spaniard both laid 
( laim to the Florida territory. 'Which 
was first to discover it is a mattw 
over whlA hiatorlans dllTer, bnt It is 
well authmtleated that the first white 
men to set foot upon tbe soil now cov- ; 
ered by Jacksonville were Flraaehmen 
under Rene Laudonnere. 

Tha first white man to enter tbe 
mouth of the St. Johns river was 
Jean Ribault, in command of a com- 
pany of Huguenots, who had left 
France because of religious persecu- 
tions. He made hfs landing on May 
1, 1562, fifty years after the landifig 
of Ponce de Leon at a point to the 
south of Jacksonville. Some histori- 
ans are of tbe opinion that Ponce de 
Lieon sailed as far north as the month' 

of the St. Johns, but the weight of 
evidence is against this opinion. If 
he were here he left no trace. The 
evidence is that he did not travel in 
a diraetlon from his original landing 
that would have brought him to the 
vicinity of Jacksonville. It is thor- 
oughly e.stablished that Ribault en- 
tered the mouth of the St Johns river 
May 1, IMS, and sailed np the river 
some miles to a bluff, where he erect- 
ed a stone column on which was in- 
scribed the arms of France. But Ri- 
bault did not ascend the river as high 
as JacksonTilla. He went from the 
mouth of the river to Port Royal, S. C. 

In 1664, one year after the depar- 
ture of Ribault, Rene Laudonnere, 

who had been with Ribault on the 
first expedition, came to the month of 

the St. Johns with another colony of 
Huguenots, and ascended the river aa , 
far as the prest^iit site of Jacksonville, 

camping probably on the south side of 
the river on territory now covered 

by South Jacksonville. These were 
the first white men to penetrate the 
country above the moutb of the river. 
In honor of the day of discovery. May 
1. Rlbanlt gave the river thiT name of 

May, and this stood until the Span- 
lards whipped out the French, some 
years later. The Spaniards called it 
the River San Mateo at first, but later 
changed its name to San Jnan. Prom 
this it finally became the St. Johns. 
Old Fort Caroline was situated at St. 
John's bluff some miles below the 
city of Jacksonville. No sign of this 
bistorle ftort renudns, not even a slab 
to commemorate its mournful story. 

During the reunion, steamboat ex- 
cursions will be run to all these points 
of historic interest on the St. Johns 
rivar. It is but twenty-seven miles 
from Jacksonville to the mouth of the 
St. Johns, where the government has 
constructed, with the aid of Jackson- 
ville, and tbe State of Florida, a sys- 
tem of Jetttes, deepened the water tm 
the bar and otherwise protected navi- 
gation. In passing between Jackson- 
ville and the jetties, the visitor will 
have no trouble locating the aites of 
old forts that were erected nearly four 
hundred years ago by the French and 
Spanish. The trip i» one of the most 
daUthtful in the Soutbem States. -

Tobacco prices unquestionably would 
be better if the growais did not ovar- 
roach themselves in acreage. It is not 
an easy matter to limit production. A 
movement by Offsaiaad growers to re- 
duce the acreage usually results in a 
oorresponding effort on the part of the 
Ispandent growers to put out larger 
crops. It is a fact, also, that some of 
those who vote for the curtailment of 
acraafs axpaei the other fallow to do all 
tba curtailing. These contrive by evas- 
.on of one kind and another to grow 
their usual amount of the weed, hoping 
to profit by the reduction of acraace by 
those who scrupulously obeerva their 
agreement 

The growers' organisations itra trying 
to systematise tbeprodaetionand mark- 
eting of tobacco and, in truth, the sys- 
tem is ffaaUy naadad. So loof as so 
many of the tobaeoo farmers saoriflee 
quality while striving for quantity in 
tbair erops tbara will be oomplaiot of 
unsatisfactory rstnms. It Is not possi- 
ble to bring all the growers into any 
sort of an aasoeiatioa, aod it is dlOeult 
lo induce seaia of those who enter Into 
the {x>oliiig agreement to stand hitched. 
PcNtsibly the organisations themselves 
are lacKing In sjrstem, but they are per- 
sisting and it is presumable that while 
tliey are liv'vag they are learning. 

There Is no doubt tliat if the ^^wars 
could be induced to line up tagethsr 
compactly for a reduced acreage aad for 
co-operative selling they ooold eontrol 
the tobacco siiuation — at least to the 
extent that fair prices would be fortb- 
eomiag for tliair product. The present 
tendency is in that direction. How long 
it will be twfore the organization reaches 
such astaiaol nadoiAtad aflMawnr Is 
aaraly a mattar of sarmiMk

Many Points of HIatorle Intorsak Te 
Be Visited By Survivera ef Oray 
Army During Week. 

Jacksonville, Fla. — When the Con- 
federate veterans and their friends as- 
semble here for their 24th annual re- 
union, they will be introduced to a city 
and community, pioud of the present 
and loyal to the ideals of the old South. 
Making Jacksonville the bub of a 
wheel twenty-flve miles, in diameter, 
a territory is covered rich in historic 
associations and interest and at the 
-same time a tit exponent of all that 
is progressive in the Southern States. 

Jacksonville is a city of 85,000 popu- 
lation, with handsome business blocks, 
modem skyscrapers, commodious ho- 
tels and residence sections that com- 
pare favorably with the best in the 
country. The city's business' has 
grown into large proportions, embrac- 
ing vterj line known to a modern 
city. Jacksonville of to-day is in all 
respects a thriving center of trade 
and cowerca, andi of its commerce 
going across the seas into foreign 
countries on ocean steamships. Its 
transportation facilities are superb, 
both by rail and water. Railroads 
feediag tha great Florida Peninsula 
center here. Thousands of tourists 
and uncounted tons of freight pass 
through the city aud port every year, 
the one bunting health and pleasure, 
the other scattering ont over the cItII- 
ized world to do its part in supplying 
the demands of the consumers of the 
earth. 

And while the visitors are enjoying 
this Tlew aad preapeet of Bodern 

business and community thrift, they 
will be given an opporliinity to look 
down the past three hundred and fifty 
years. All of this territory was in dis- 
pute three and a half centuries ago 
between the French and Spanish, with 
the wild Indian holding the balance of 
power between the coinbatunts. The ' 
Frenchman and the Spaniard both laid * 
claim to the Florida twritory. Which 
was first to discover it is a matter 
over which historians differ, but it is 
well authenticated that the first white 
men to set foot upon the soil now cov- 
ered by Jacksonville were FrMchmen 
under Rene Laudonnere. 

The first white man to enter the 
mouth of the St. Johns river was 
Jean Ribault. in command of a com- 
pany of Hnguenrta, who had left 
France because of religious persecu- 
tions. He made his landing on May 
1, 1562, fifty years after the landihg 
of Ponce de Leon at a point to the 
south ot Jacksonville. Some Ustorl- 
ana are of the opinion tliat Ponce de 
Leon sailed as far north as the mouth 
of the St. Johns, but the weight of 
evidence is against this opinion. If 
he were here he left no trace. The 
evidence is that he did not travel in 
a direction from h's original landing 
that would have brought him to the 
vicinity of Jacksonville. It is thor- 
oughly established that Ribault Mi- 
tered the mouth of the St Johns river 
May 1, 1562, and sailed up the river 
some miles to a bluff, where he erect- 
ed a stone column on which was in- 
scribed the arma of France. Bat Bt' 
bault did not aacMid the river as high 
as Jacksonville. He went from the 
mouth of the river to Port Royal. S. C. 

In 1664, one year after the depar- 
ture of Ribault, Rene Laudonnere, 
who had been with Ribault on the 
first expedition, came to the mouth of 
the St. Johns with another colony of 
Huguenots, and ascended the river aa 
far as the present site of Jacksonville, 
camping probably on the south side ot 
the river on territory now covered 
by South Jacksonville. These were 
the first white men to penetrate the 
country above the mouth ot the river. 
In honor of the day of discovery. May 
1, Ribault gave the river the name of 
May, and this stood until the Siian- 
lards whipped out the French, some 
years later. The Spaniards called it 
the River San Mateo at first, but later 
changed its name to San Juan. From 
this it finally became the St. Johns. 
Old Fort Caroline was situated at St. 
John's bluff some miles below the 
city of Jacksonville. No sign of this 
historic fort remains, not even a slab 
to commemorate its mournful story. 

During the reunion, steamboat ex- 
cursions will be ran to all these points 
of historic interest on the St. Johns 
river. It is but twenty-seven miles 
from Jacksonville to the mouth of the 
St. Johns, where the government has 
eonstructed, with the aid of Jacksoa- 
Tllle, and the State of Florida, a sys- 
tem of Jetties, deepened the water on 
the bar and otherwise protected navi- 
gation. In passing between Jackson- 
ville and the Jetties, the visitor will 
have no trouble locating the sites of 
old forts that were erected nearly four 
hundred years ago by the French and 
Spanish. The trip is- one of the most 
delighlfal in the Southern Stotes. -

JackaonTlUe waa named for Oen- 
Andrew J ac h ae a aa a eeokpUaioBt and 
mark of appreciation for eervicea he 
rendered to civilization in the Semi- 
nole War. There could have been no 
Kograaa or cirUiaatioii ia Florida bat 
for the work of Andrew Jaekaqp. Con- 
ditone in this territory in 181S, nearly 
a hundred yeara ago, demanded the 
serricoa of a bravo aad r a a o l nto ma. 
Oen Jaekaon was eeleetoi by the gov- 
ernment as the one man above all 
others to head the movement against 
the Samiaola ladiaaa, who had boon 
torrorMac tto t orrl tety for ooraral 

years and coniniitting atrocitioa 0( the 
most brutal character. 

In March, 1818, Gen. Jaekaon waa 
ordorod to tho aite of tha Somlnole 
War.

by historians that In one village, not 
far removed from Jacksonville, he 
found 300 scalps of men, women and 
children, many of them atlU trash, 
haaginc on a war polo. Cton. Jaekaon 
knew that the Spaniards were in sym- 
pathy with the Indians In their attacks 
oa iiorlcan settlers. After cleaning 
np a aambor of Indian rilUgea he cap- 
tured the Spanish poat of St. Marks. 
For this act h*- was severely censured 
by bis government. However, the 
nakod foot la Hbat *XNd Hickory" waa 
more courageous than the men who 
were conduciiug the affairs of state 
at Washington. 

Barly in May. 1818, Gen. Jackaoa 
eloaai Ua campaign agalnit tho Sem- 
Ineiea In East Florida He had corn- 
broken their power and run 
•at of ^ torrltory. Tkoy c aa aa d 
no mora aorioaa trouble. 

During hia campaign in East Florida 
Gen Jackson obtained satisfactory ev- 
idence that Spaniah officers at Pensa- 
coU were ia ayaipathy with tha In- 
dians. He promptly decided to march 
against them and teach them a lesson. 
The Spanish governor of West Florida, 
learning of Gen. Jaekaon'a purpoaa, 
sent hhn n written proteat agalnat hia 
invasion. This protest is now on file 
among the Jacksoa documents in 
charge of the Tennessee Historical 
Society at Naahvilla. Tha protoat waa 
dellTorod to 0«n. Jaekaon near Penaa- 
cola'on May 23. but it had no effect on 
that determined man. In reply he sent 
a pe r aaip t o r y doBMad for tho liaaM- 
diate surrender of Penaacola and Bar- 
rancas. Jaekaon advanced immediate- 
ly on Fensacola and poaaessed it. Two 
daya later tho Barrancaa garrison 
eapHalatod, worn raeelvod as prison- 
ers of war and sent to Havana. 

Having thus snatched both East and 
West Florida from the Indiaaa and 
Spaniarda, Gon. Jaekaon at once pro- 
ceedod to aotabllsh a provisional gov- 
ernment under the stars and stripes 
Having aecompUshed this, be return- 
ed to Tenaaaaoo, «aa hia homo. 

In 1822 a number of pioneers held 
a meeting here and decided to start 
the work of building a town. Tbe vil- 
laco wcs than knovn as tho Cow Ford, 
a aaiBS gtroa to It by tSo Indiana. 
After perfecting an organization, the 
incorpor,ation unfurled the banner of 
Jacksonville in honor of Gen. Jackson, 
who had made it posalbla for vhite 
■aa to Hvo hero. 

When the Confederate soldiers and 
their friends meet here for tbe 24th 
fP^ff**' roanion Jacksonville will im- 
preaa them with all the force of An 
drew Jackaoa. It Is aow a modern 
progressive city of 85,000 population, 
one of the thriving buainesa centers of 
the New South. Its varied attractions 
will dalli^t all who attend the re- 
anion, and aa aiaUtf how larva the 
crowd may hd, iaakaoavllle wM take 
oare of aU.

circles are again taking an interest 
in tbe great social, military and sen- 
timental annual meeting that brings 
together a crowd of from 75,000 to 
150,000 people to do henor to tte ex- 
Confederate soldier— the rodhlon of 
the survivors of the Confederate arm- 
ie.s. 

The reunion is to be held this year 
at Jacksonville, Fla., May 6, 7, 8 in- 
clusive. It is the first time that the 
ex-ConIederate« have selected Florida 
aa the reunion state, -aad naeoauaon 
interest attaches to the meeting here 
and throughout the South. Owing u> 
tbe comparatively early date of the 
reunion, the divisions, brigndes and 
camps made their appointments of 
sponsors and maids oarly, and these 
ladies compose the social side of tbe 
reunion. Th^ are haewa aa the ofS- 
cial ladles of the meeting, entertaliied 
as such, and courted by the entire so- 
cial fabric of the South. 

The Bona of Confederate Veterans, 
following In the footatept of their fa- 
thers, maintain o'-ganizaf ions in ev- 
ery Southern state, and hold their re- 
unions OB tiM- aame dates. They ap- 
point sponsors and ataida of honor. 
The two organisations, closely allied, 
therefore, send to earh Confederate 
reunion several hundred official ladies, 
selected from the best families of the 
South, that stand high in the social 
:K>ale in their communities. 

Mapping out a social program, 
therefore, for a Confederate . reunion 
is a task that demands the beat of 
talent in the entertalaaaht line. 
There must be dinners, receptions, 
balls, trips to points of interest around 
the reunion citiea and anything else 
in the line of social entertalnneat the 
committee may devise. The crown 
Ing event of tbe week in society, 
howevwr. Is the annual ball for maids 
and sponsors. If the reunion is held 
in a city where a hall large enough 
to acf ommodate several hundred danc- 
ing couplea at once can not be ae- 
cured. a daneinc pevillon la eoastruct 
ed for the occasion. This pavilion 
consists of a large canvSs tent, well 
floored and lighted; it is also supplied 
with comforuble seats on the grand- 
stand order, where seveml thenaand 
spectators may witness the ball. If 
a reader has not seen one of these an 
nual halls at a Confederate reunion 
he bas but limited idea of its sixe and 
brilliancy. Nothing to equal it in 
splendor rau be seen in the United 
States, unless it be the inaugaration 
ball at the natiooal capital, now fallen 
into social deauetude. If the inaugu- 
ration ball is put out of the contest, 
the_annual ball of the Confederate re 
union, at which tbe maids and spon- 
aors hold away, is the greatest social 
fuiHtion of the United States. 

The social side of the Jacksonville 
reunion will be participated in by rep- 
resentntivea of all Southern States, 
the border states and a few weatern 
(f)intn(n wealths. There are sixteen 
stale diNisions of the I'nited Confed- 
erate Veterans' Association, as fol- 
lows: South Carolina, North Carolina. 
Virginia, West Virginia, Maryland, 
Louisiana, Tennessee, Florida, Ala- 
bama. Mississippi, Georgia, Kentucky, 
Tens, Oklahoma, Missouri and Ar- 
kansas. Each state senda large dele- 
gations of youtrg women to the re- 
union, sele<t(-d with regard to their 
social standing at home. In addition 
to the state delegatioas, the com- 
mander-in-< hief has his own offlcial 
ladies, chosen from the South at large. 
There are three departments, known 
aa the ^rmy of Northern Virginia de- 
partment. Army of Temeaaee depart- 
ment and Trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment. Each department appoints 
maids and sponsors aad sonde them to 
all reunions. Tbe scopie of country 
covered by these many organizations 
has about half the population of the 
United States; hence, the interest in 
a Confederate rennlen la always wide- 
spread. Society circles in all of this 
territory are interested in the Jack- 
sonville reunion, and the event will 
bring here one of the largest crowds 
of yoang peofrte ever n asem h i ed In 
the South. Florida appeals to the 
young, because of its flowers and its 
wonders— its poetry, its songs and its 
attractive biatory. Rivers and ocean, 
gulf an<I bays have Interest all th^ 
own. The palm and the pine, liveoak 
and holly, and a hundred other forest 
treee that abooad throa^Mmt the 
sute aa nowhere rise oa the conti- 
nent, invest Florida with an Interest 
as wide as the nation. Greater inter- 
est attaches to the Jacksonville re- 
union than to any recent meeting of 
the Confederates, and preparatlOB* are 
being autde to entertain a large 
oread of ^ple in May.

In spite of fakers, ilie Ief;ilimate pe- 
can industry is growing and deserves 
to grow; and one writer on that topic 
dropped a prophecy which Ins a cliar.ce 
of coming true. Tliis is the prediction 
that some day humanity will get iu 
chief food from trees. 

It will take many centuries to falUll 
that prophecy, bat history u working 
that way. As population increases, food 
production must be raised in proportion: 
and trees will yield more food per acre 
than ia possible for grain. Also, it would 
save mucii labor, capital and uncertain- 
ty to have a crop that need be planted 
only once of twice a century, inslead of 

every spring or faU. 

No nut crop is linown tiiat will lake 
the place of wheat or rye. Bat the 
search for such a substitute baa already 
begun, and with lime eooufht should 
succeed. Mors than one depaKsseatof 
agriculture will be burb;uiked in the 
nexi few generaiions, and why not thii>:;

Fal in itself is a very valuable food, 
and if ii is not scorched, should prove u 
healthful rather than an objectionable 
article of diet. A slightly burned taste 
and similar objectionable flavors can of 
ten be removed from fat by pu ting into 
It thick slices of raw potato and heating' 
it gradually. When the fat ceases tc> 
bubble and the potators are brown, tlie 
fat should be strained olf through a 
cloth plac ed in a wiie strainer .
